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Blood Pressure Response To Exercise 
Practical Fitness With Wayne L. Westcott 


By WAYNE WESTCOTT 

Every time your heart 
contracts you can feel a 
blood — pulsing 
through your arteries, such 
as in the radial artery at your 
wrist and in the brachial 
artery at your elbow. The 
pressure to propel blood into 
your arteries is produced by 
the forceful contraction of 
your left ventricle, which is 
the most muscular pumping 
chamber of your heart. To 
accommodate the powerful 
blood infusion your arter- 
ies expand temporarily. The 
pressure against the artery 
walls during the contrac- 
tion phase (called systole) 
of the left ventricle is your 
systolic blood pressure, and 
represents the highest read- 
ing during a blood pressure 
assessment. During the 
relaxation phase (called di- 
astole) of the left ventricle 
your arteries return to their 
normal size, pushing blood 
forward throughout the pro- 
cess. The pressure against 
the artery walls during this 
phase of blood flow is your 
diastolic blood pressure, and 
represents the lowest read- 
ing during a blood pressure 
assessment. 

When taken at the bra- 
chial artery in the arm, nor- 
mal resting systolic blood 
pressure is 120 mm Hg and 
normal

diastolic 
blood pressure is 80 mm Hg. 
During exercise, the heart 
must pump more blood to 
the active muscles to meet 


resting 


greater oxygen demands. 


To do this, the left ventri- 
cle contracts more rapidly 
(increasing heart rate) and 
more forcefully (increasing 
blood pressure). 
According to the American 
College of Sports Medicine, 
exercise «induced increases 
in systolic blood pressure 
should not exceed 250 mm 
Hg. Due to the opening of 
additional capillary beds 
and blood vessel elastic- 
ity, diastolic blood pressure 
should remain the same or 
decrease slightly during an 
aerobic activity session. 

We have conducted sev- 
eral studies on the blood 
pressure response to exer- 
cise, especially in the area of 
strength training which has 
an undeserved reputation 
for raising blood pressure to 
undesirable levels. Let’s be- 
gin with endurance exercise, 
which is typically performed 
at a moderate intensity, ap- 
proximately 75 percent of 
maximum heart rate. At this 
effort level, systolic blood 
pressure increases about 35 
percent above resting level 
during the activity period. 
For example, if your rest- 
ing systolic blood pressure 
is 120 mmHg, it will rise 
to about 162 mmHg during 
a stationary cycling session 
performed at normal train- 
ing intensity (75 percent of 
maximum heart rate). Nu- 
merous studies have shown 
that (over time) regular en- 
durance exercise results in 
significantly reduced rest- 
ing blood pressure readings, 


systolic 


both systolic and diastolic. 

In our strength training 
research, we first monitored 
systolic blood pressure dur- 
ing upper body exercise. 
Our study participants per- 
formed arm curls with a 
weight load that fatigued the 
biceps muscles within 10 
repetitions. Their systolic 
blood pressure increased 
progressively during the 
exercise set to a maximum 
level 35 percent above rest- 
ing at the end of the final 
repetition. That is, this stan- 
dard upper body strength 
exercise had the same effect 
on systolic blood pressure as 
stationary cycling. 

In a subsequent study, 
we monitored systolic blood 
pressure during lower body 
exercise. Our research par- 
ticipants executed leg press- 
es with a weight load that 
fatigued the hip and thigh 
muscles within 10 repeti- 
tions. Their systolic blood 
pressure increased progres- 
sively during the exercise 
set to a maximum level 50 
percent above resting at the 
completion of the final repe- 
tition. Due to greater muscle 
mass and heavier resistance, 
leg exercise typically elicits 
higher systolic blood pres- 
sure responses than upper 
body exercise. However, 
the study participants’ peak 
systolic readings were well 
below the 250 mm Hg cau- 
tion level. On average, the 
study participants’ systolic 
blood pressure increased 
from a resting level of 127 
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mmHg to a peak reading of 
191 mmHg. Immediately 
after the exercise set, their 
systolic pressure dropped 
quickly and their diastolic 
pressure was actually 10 
mmHg lower than the rest- 
ing level. 

Our next study, with 100 
middle-aged men and wom- 
en, examined blood pressure 
before and immediately fol- 
lowing a 25-minute strength 
training session during 
which they did one muscle- 
fatiguing set of 12 Nautilus 
exercises. Within one min- 
ute of completing the full 
workout, the participants’ 
systolic blood pressure was 
2 mmHg above resting level 
and their diastolic blood 
pressure was 2 mmHg be- 
low resting level. In other 
words, their blood pressure 
returned very quickly to pre- 
exercise levels. 

A fourth study assessed 
blood pressure adaptations 
to a 10-week program of 
combined strength (20 min- 
utes/session) and endurance 
(20 minutes/session) train- 
ing. The 1644 participants 
(average age 55) experi- 
enced statistically signifi- 
cant reductions in their rest- 


ing systolic blood pressure 
and in their resting diastolic 
blood pressure. Clearly, 
people who perform both 
strength and endurance ex- 
ercise can expect meaning- 
ful improvements in their 
resting blood pressure read- 
ings. 

With respect to strength 
training alone, 77 senior 
golfers performed 13 Nau- 
tilus exercises, three days a 
week, for a period of eight 
weeks. On average, they re- 
duced their systolic blood 
pressure by 6 mmHg and 
their diastolic blood pres- 
sure by 2 mmHg. Our re- 
sults are consistent with sev- 
eral other studies that have 
found circuit-style strength 
training to be essentially as 
effective as aerobic activity 
for lowering resting blood 
pressure. 

In our longer-term re- 
search studies (our 6-month 
weight-loss study and 
our 9-month bone density 
study), the participants ex- 
perienced an average sys- 
tolic blood pressure reduc- 
tion of almost 9 mmHg, and 
an average diastolic blood 
pressure reduction of almost 
6 mmHg. 

Of course, you should 
attain your physician’s ap-

proval and advice before 
beginning any exercise pro- 
gram. However, you may be 
reasonably assured that both 
properly performed strength 
training and regular aerobic 
activity result in beneficial 
blood pressure adaptations 
for enhanced health and fit- 
ness.

Spring Cleaning Eyed 
At Town River Site

The city plans to clean up 
an area of open space on the 
Town River near Southern 
Artery this spring, Ward | 
Councillor David McCarthy 
said recently, and a passive 
park with walking trails and 
benches could one day be 
located on site. 

The site in question is 
622 Southern Artery, ac- 
cording to the city asses- 
sor’s online database, and 
includes 3.26 acres of land. 
The Souther Tide Mill is lo- 
cated on part of the parcel, 
which also wraps around be- 
hind the CVS next door. 

“You walk around down 
there behind the Souther 
Tide Mill all the way around 
the back of CVS...it’s a big 
area,” McCarthy said. 

“I had the park guys go 
in last spring, they’ve been 
in a couple times, and we’re 
trying to knock a lot of the 
brush down and get a lot of 
the debris out of there.” 

The goal is to create 
a passive park on site, he 
stated. 

“We want to clean it up 
and more or less head to- 
wards a passive park,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “There is no 
elaborate plans on the table. 
I’ve spoken with the mayor 
and company up there on 
thoughts and there isn’t any 
elaborate plans, but they 


feel like they can clean it up 
and start to make it into a 
park and put some benches 
in there.” 

McCarthy said the clean- 
up would take place in the 
spring, but there is no time- 
line for other items, such as 
the installation of benches. 

“I can tell you in the 
springtime there will be ma- 
jor cleanup,” he said. “In 
the springtime, people who 
go to CVS are going to say, 
‘Wow, what are they doing 
down here?’” 

“Hopefully by then we 
can get some type of art- 
ist’s rendition out,” showing 
further plans for the site, he 
added. 

One suggestion McCar- 
thy floated was adding an 
ice cream stand or take out 
seafood restaurant. Such a 
restaurant could be similar 
to Sullivan’s on Castle Is- 
land, a popular South Bos- 
ton takeout spot. 

“Possibly down the road 
you end up with maybe an 
ice cream shop or maybe 
a lobster place where you 
could grab a lobster roll and 
an ice cream cone and sit at 
the park and sit over at the 
Souther Tide Mill,” McCar- 
thy said. 

The councillor said a 
handful of Quincy lobster- 
man currently use the site. 
A dumpster was brought to 


the site in late December 
so those lobstermen could 
begin removing equipment 
they no longer use and other 
waste. 

“The lobstermen are 
down there...over towards 
the marina. I’ve been work- 
ing with them and this week 
we put a big dumpster,” he 
said. “The lobster guys have 
been great, and they are go- 
ing to take a lot of their old 
lobster equipment, lobster 
traps, barrels, debris...and 
they are going to start filling 
up this 30- or 40-foot dump- 
ster we have down there.” 

McCarthy said he would 
work with the 
moving forward.

“I think it’s a good 
idea to restore the dock 
down there, it’s a good idea 
to clean it up for the lobster- 
man.

With coronavirus. cases 
and hospitalizations trend- 
ing in the right direction, 
Gov.

A separate order reduc- 
ing Capacity at most busi- 
nesses statewide will remain 
in effect for at least two 
more weeks. 

During a State House 
press conference on Jan. 21, 
Baker said COVID-19 relat- 
ed hospitalizations had de- 
creased by 10 percent since 
they. peaked earlier in the 
month. There were 2,209 
such individuals in hospi- 
tals on Jan. 21, down from 
2,428 on Jan. 4. The seven- 
day average of new cases 
has dropped by 30 percent, 
from 6,120 to 4,528 and the 
positive test rate has fallen 


33 percent from 8.7 percent 
to 5.8 percent. 

“We all know we are not 
out of the woods yet by any 
means, but things do appear 
to be getting better here in 
Massachusetts,” the gover- 
nor said. 

“Vaccines are reaching 
residents. Positive case rates 
and hospitalizations have 
stabilized. Those trends are 
moving in the right direc- 
tion. As a result, we believe 
it is OK and it is time to start 
a gradual easing of some of 
the restrictions we put in 
place in the fall.”

The IRS and the Treasury Department are delivering sec- 
ond Economic Impact Payments as part of the Coronavirus 
Response and Relief Supplemental Appropriations Act of 
2021. 

Many Americans already received their EIP either by di- 
rect deposit to their bank account or in the form of a mailed 
check. However, the debit cards are being sent to some con- 
sumers for whom the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) did 
not have bank account information on file. The Treasury an- 
nounced the distribution of EIP Cards follows the millions 
of payments already made by direct deposit and the ongoing 
mailing of paper checks and are part of the Department of 
the Treasury’s and the IRS’s plan to deliver Economic Im- 
pact Payments as rapidly as possible. 

Consumers who have not received payment should refer 
to the GetMyPayment site on IRS.gov for more information 
and remain vigilant to ensure that the card they receive is 
legitimate.

House, Senate Pass Legislation 


Members of the Quincy 
delegation — state Reps. 
Ron Mariano, Tackey Chan, 
Bruce Ayers, Dan Hunt and 
state Sen. John Keenan — 
worked into the night on the 
final day of the 2019-2020 
legislative session to move 
bills across the finish line 
and onto the Governor's 
desk. 

The House and Senate 
passed landmark legislation 
to protect college students 
against sexual violence, in- 
vestigate racial disparities 
in maternal health, invest in 
our economy and transpor- 
tation infrastructure, create 
a new small brewers arbitra- 
tion system, and establish 
the Opioid Recovery and 
Remediation Trust Fund. 

With the help of sur- 
vivors, advocates, and 
students, An Act rela- 
tive to sexual violence on 
higher education campuses 
(S.2979), passed by both 
branches and signed into 
law by the governor, will 
make medical and legal 
support services available 
to students free of charge. 
The new law will also re- 
quire colleges and univer- 
sities to provide prevention 
and bystander intervention 
training to students and em- 
ployees, establish climate 
surveys and mandate results 
be made public, hire a confi- 
dential resource advisor that 
students can go to or form 
a partnership with a local 
sexual assault crisis center 
that can provide resources 
to students. Information 
about campus sexual assault 
procedures will be required 
to be posted publicly and 
policies preventing retalia- 
tion for reporting miscon- 
duct will need to be put into 
place. 

The House and Senate 
passed a $626.5 million eco- 
nomic development bond 
bill with a special focus on 
rebuilding our economy as 


‘ we continue to fight a pan- 


demic. The bill includes $30 
million for a loan program 
supporting businesses im- 
pacted by COVID-19, $5 
million to expand broad- 
band access across the state, 
$20 million in grants for 
restaurants, $50 million in 
grants to help with the con- 
struction of high density 
housing near transit stops, 
and $35 million in matching 
grants for community devel- 
opment financial institutions 
to help finance small busi- 
nesses, with a special focus 
on minority- and women- 
owned businesses. 

Quincy specifically re- 
ceived a $100,000 for busi- 
ness development, infra- 
structure and_ streetscape 
improvements to Wollaston 
Center. In addition to the 
bond and grant money al- 
located in the bill, the bill 
establishes a Student Loan 
Bill of Rights and a Student 
Loan Ombudsman Office 
to help mitigate complaints 
against student loan borrow- 
ers and caps delivery service 
fees levied against already 
struggling restaurants. 

The House and Senate 
also passed a $16.5 billion 
transportation bond bill to 
assist Massachusetts’ in- 
frastructure projects as the 
state nears the end of its 
current transportation bond 
authority. The Quincy del- 
egation fought to earmark 
$2,500,000 for ferry service 
infrastructure, $1,000,000 
to the city for parking 
and traffic improvements, 
$5,000,000 for renova- 
tions and redesign of the 
pier and docks at Squantum 
Point Park, $3,000,000 for 
construction and safety im- 
provements to Sea Street 
between the intersection 
of Palmer Street and Sea 
Street and the intersection of 
Quincy Shore Drive and Sea 
Street, and $500,000 for the 
procurement of open space 
along Quincy Shore Drive. 

“I’m proud of the pro- 


ductivity shown by the leg- 
islature at the end of the 
session with the passing of 
these bills,” Ayers said. “In 
particular, I’m pleased to see 
a robust transportation in- 
frastructure bill passed that 
includes significant funding 
that will help us in our goal 
to establish a ferry service 
from Squantum Point Park. 
These funds are important to 
my district and will help us 
promote water transporta- 
tion as an environmentally 
friendly, economically re- 
sponsible means of transit.” 

The legislature also 
passed and the governor 
signed into law A Resolve 
reducing racial inequities in 
maternal health (H.4818), 
creating a special legislative 
commission to make rec- 
ommendations addressing 
barriers that result in racial 
inequities, including women 
of color dying of pregnancy- 
related causes. The Com- 
mission is charged with 
gathering statewide data on 
maternal mortality and mak- 
ing recommendations to re- 
duce and eliminate racial 
barriers to accessing equi- 
table maternal care. 

“The Legislature took 
an important step toward 
reducing racial inequities 
in maternal health with 
this legislation, and I’m 
proud of the House’s work 
on how to ensure maternal 
health equity,” said House 
Speaker Ronald Mariano. “I 
am grateful to Chair Khan, 
Representative Miranda and 
Chair Mahoney for their 
hard work, and I thank Sen- 
ate President Spilka for her 
partnership on this critical 
issue.” 

Governor Baker has 
signed into law An Act 
relative to craft brewers 
(S.2841), which creates a 
new legal means by which 
craft brewers are able to 
end agreements with beer 
distributers. This law cre- 
ates fair treatment for both 


parties as they aim to exit an 
agreement. A craft brewer, 
as defined by this legisla- 
tion, produces fewer than 
250,000 barrels of beer per 
year. 

“This new law will help 
stimulate the craft brewery 
industry,” said Chan, House 
Chairperson of the Joint 
Committee on Consumer 
Protection and Professional 
Licensure. “By working 
alongside and listening to 
all the parties involved in 
this industry, the outcome is 
a law that is a fair and bal- 
anced solution.” 

Lastly, the legislature 
passed An Act establishing 
the Opioid Recovery and 
Remediation Trust Fund 
(H.5129). This Trust Fund, 
signed off by the Governor, 
will be funded by settle- 
ments from claims against 
the manufacture, marketing, 
distribution, and dispensing 
of opioids. The money will 
be expended with the pur- 
pose of mitigating the im- 
pacts of the opioid epidem- 
ic here in Massachusetts, 
working to expand access 
to prevention, intervention, 
treatment, and recovery op- 
tions. 

“I am proud of the leg- 
islative accomplishments 
of the 2019-2020 Session,”

Grant To Help Towns Identify Sources Of Pollution 


Nitrogen and phospho- 
rus are common pollutants 
that can lead to algal blooms 
in local waterways. Algal 
blooms are unsightly and 
.cause serious water quality 
problems for recreation and 
wildlife. They are becoming 
more prevalent each year. 

Due to this trend, the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency has_ challenged 
communities to address the 
issue by identifying areas 
within their towns that are 
contributing high amounts 
of nitrogen and phosphorus. 

The Neponset River Wa- 
tershed Association, a local 
environmental non-profit, 
recently received a grant 
from the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environmental 
Protection to aid towns in 
this effort.

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Social Security Matters _ 
Ask Rusty: Should I Wait 
Until Age 70 To Claim?

Dear Rusty:,I have read your answers to the com- 
monly asked question of “When sheuld I claim social se- 
curity benefits.” You always say one should wait as long 
as possible (up to age 70) to get the maximum monthly 
benefit. But I have not seen you address the matter of all 
the money you could have collected if you start drawing 
sooner and how many years it will take, if you wait, to 
recoup all that money. 

I am now 64. I have always planned to wait until at 
least 66 and possibly to 70 to start collecting. I have no 
health issues and expect to live well into my 90s. When I 
tell people this, they question why I am leaving so much 
money on the table by waiting. At age 66 I’d get $1,671 
per month and, at 70, $2,161. Between those two ages 
I could collect $73,524. It will take me many years to 
recoup all that money if I wait until 70 to begin, right? 
When I consider this, I question why I am waiting! Please 
help clear up my confusion and tell me whether I am do- 
ing the right thing by waiting to claim. Signed: Confused 
Senior 

Dear Confused: You are correct that I always try to 
make people aware of their option to get a bigger Social 
Security benefit by waiting longer to claim. But I also 
always stress that the decision to do that should consider 
several things - most notably, current need for the mon- 
ey, health, and anticipated longevity. Said another way, 
delaying until age 70 doesn’t make much sense if you 
won’t live long enough to at least “break even.” Never- 
theless, your point is very well taken — not a lot is written 
about benefits not taken when you wait until a later age to 
claim. I actually have written about that before, but I’m 
happy to evaluate your specific personal situation. 

Using the numbers you provided, if you were to claim 
your $1,671 benefit starting at your full retirement age 
(FRA) you would collect $73,524 over the 44-month pe- 
riod to age 70, when you could get the $2,161 benefit. So 
how long would it take to break even if you wait until 
age 70 to claim? Well, the difference between your age 
70 benefit and your FRA benefit is $490. So, if you wait 
and get the higher benefit at age 70, it will take you about 
12.5 years to recover that $73,524 ($73,524 divided by 
$490 = 150 months = 12.5 years). So, here’s where lon- 
gevity comes in. According to Social Security, average 
longevity for a man your age today is about 84, so if you 
meet or exceed average longevity, you’ll collect more in 


cumulative lifetime benefits by waiting until age 70 to 


claim. And you’ll be getting that higher monthly benefit 
amount throughout your later years, a good way to offset 
inflation. Indeed, that higher benefit lasts for the rest of 
your life, and it also means a larger survivor benefit for 
your wife if you predecease her. As your widow, your 
wife will get 100% of the amount you are receiving when 
you pass, if she has reached her full retirement age and if 
her widow’s benefit is more than her own. And 100% of 
your age 70 benefit is quite a bit more than 100% of your 
earlier benefits. 

I hope this helps clarify your confusion about whether 
to claim now, or at your FRA, or to wait even longer to 
age 70. Here is a link to an article I previously published 
on this topic: www.socialsecurityreport.org/ask-rusty- 
doing-a-breakeven-analysis/. But from what you’ve 
shared with me, I don’t see anything wrong with your 
plan to continue waiting until at least your FRA - and 
possibly until age 70 - to claim, especially since you ex- 
pect to live well into your 90s.

Paleo Banana Mufflins

Here is one of my recipes that I hope you 
will make over the winter when you want 
something sweet but healthy! 

There is nothing like the smell of baked 
goods straight from the oven and banana 
bread is one of those recipes that is so easy 
and good for you. Regular banana bread/ 
muffins calls for white flour and sugar. Both 
No No’s for those of you who are health 
conscious. If you substitute one thing for 
another, you can eat muffins and breads and 
things more often and not just as a “treat.” 

This banana bread recipe is a Paleo 
friendly recipe. It calls for almond flour and 
coconut flour rather than wheat flour. That 
means it is GRAIN FREE as well. Very 
low carbohydrate, less inflammatory while 
higher in protein. ‘ 

Almond and coconut flour contain pro- 
tein and fiber as well as important nutri- 
ents like vitamin E and manganese, copper, 
magnesium, and iron (cambined). Almond 
flour has more fat while coconut flour has a 
bit more carbohydrates. Both are two dif- 
ferent flours, but can be used from baking 


to binding meatballs and thickening sauces. 

I use Honeyville brand Almond flour 
since it is fluffy and less oily. Coconut 
flours are all pretty much the same, just 
make sure you get finely ground. 

PALEO BANANA MUFFINS - 

3 bananas (ripe) 
3 large eggs 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
1 tablespoon raw honey or Maple Syrup 
3 Tablespoons butter, ghee, or organic 
shortening 
1 1/2 cups blanched almond flour 
2 tablespoons coconut flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon sea salt 

Place bananas, eggs, vanilla, and honey 
or syrup in blender and mix well. (I find 
this so much easier than mashing it all) In 
a separate bowl now, put in flours, salt and 
soda. Combine the liquid into the bowl and 
mix until just combined. Don’t over mix. 
Place liners in muffin tins and spoon bat- 
ter into 12 tins. Bake until done at 350 for 
about 15-18 minutes. Do not over bake! 
Enjoy!

Is COVID Changing Your College Plan?

The COVID-19 pandem- 
ic has exacerbated the un- 
certainty and worry college 
students annually feel about 
focusing on the right career 
and finding their dream job.

“Sometimes the path we 
planned takes a turn, but 
rather than leading to a dead 
end, it opens a whole new 
world to us,’ Thompson 
says. “While this is a chal- 
lenging time, it is also an ex- 
citing time if young people 
approach it the right way. 

“The best opportunities 
can come out of times rife 
with great change, disrup- 
tion, and uncertainty. Take 
the time to consider all op- 
tions that interest you. With 
a will, there’s always a way 
to get there.” 

Thompson offers college 


students these steps to take 
when rethinking their dream 
job: 

¢ Switch your major. 
“Students who want to 
change their career path 
should look at the curricu- 
lum of those majors they 
have interest in and decide 
whether it has what they’re 
looking for,’ Thompson 
says. “Meet with an aca- 
demic advisor before mak- 
ing any changes, and if 
necessary, reach out to the 
financial aid office to see 
how a change in major 
could affect your aid.” 

¢ Launch a startup - 
while in college. A global 
crisis has made some col- 
lege students and recent 
grads realize that perhaps 
the best path to job stabil- 
ity and career fulfillment is 
Starting their own business. 
“Sometimes the best fit with 
your passion is starting your 
own business, even if it’s on 
a shoestring and part-time,” 
Thompson says. “You could 
take entrepreneurship class- 
es to augment your busi- 
ness, gaining classroom 
education and making con- 
nections at the same time.” 

* Do your homework. 
“It may be one of the tough- 
est job markets in decades, 
but you can find opportuni- 
ties faster than ever before 
because of the internet,” 
Thompson says. “If you’re 
thinking of changing career 
paths, Google everything 
you can on that career. Then 
go after it like someone has 
assigned you to write a the- 
sis on this new career. And 
it’s also a big help to look 
up people in that field on 


LinkedIn.” 

¢ Stay motivated, show 
flexibility. Your dream job 
might be out of reach right 
now, but Thompson says it’s 
vital to shift from the disap- 
pointment and discourage- 
ment you feel to focus on 
the opportunities available 
for working — especially 
remote working. “Building 
a new narrative,” Thomp- 
son says, “and producing a 
brand story about how you 
turned this time of great 
challenge into a great oppor- 
tunity will speak volumes to 
future employers.” 

* Develop new skills. 
“Developing a diverse skill 
set can expand your appeal 
to a larger number of em- 
ployers,” Thompson says. 
“Nowadays, you’ve got lots 
of opportunities to learn on- 
line at your own pace, either 
taking individual courses or 
enrolling in certificate pro- 
grams for different trades.” 

“The most important 
thing to remember is that 
your career is your own,” 
Thompson says. “It will be 
a big part of your life, and 
ideally, it will embody your 
passion, your best skills, 
and define your professional 
success. The path you take 
isn’t as important as it is to 
keep moving down the road 
toward your preferred desti- 
nation.”

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On Monday, Jan.'18, officers were dispatched to a Quin- 
cy address on a report of a suicidal female. Upon arrival, 
Officer Le met with victim who was sitting on the backdoor 
steps while crying on the phone speaking with her brother. 

Officer Lei asked the victim what had happened and she 
was unable to communicate with Officer Le because she 
was upset and crying hysterically. Although there was a lan- 
guage barrier, the victim continuously stated, “I am afraid of 
him!” The victim put her brother on speaker and he was able 
to tell Officer Le what had occurred. He stated the victim’s 
boyfriend was inside the residence and the victim wanted.to 
kill herself in order to protect her family from him. 

According to the brother, the boyfriend has threatened 
to kill the victim and his family numerous times in the past. 
The brother also told Officer Le the victim has been threat- 
ened, and both physically and mentally abused by the boy- 
friend in the past and that the boyfriend. He also told Officer 
Le that the suspect attempted to shoot the victim with a 
firearm the night before and missed her. 

As Officer Le spoke with the brother, he and his mother 
arrived on scene. The victim immediately approached her 
mother and started to become more emotional. The victim 
appeared to be afraid to speak. An ambulance was called to 
the scene and the victim was transported to. the hospital for 
evaluation. 

The brother stated that he was certain that the boyfriend 
was inside the home because his vehicle was parked outside 
the residence. He was adamant that the boyfriend was in 
possession of a firearm and warned officers to proceed with 
caution. Officer Leuchte, Officer Stanley; and Sgt. Flaherty 
went into the residence and found the boyfriend sleeping in 
a bedroom. He was woken up and asked what had happened. 
Officers instructed him to show his hands from underneath 
the blanket, but the boyfriend was uncooperative. He was 
placed into handcuffs for officer safety. Sgt. Flaherty asked 
him if he had a firearm in the house and he denied he had a 
weapon. 

After a check of the immediate area around him, Officer 
Stanley found a .77 caliber pellet gun in the desk next to the 
bed.

The 
gun was black metal with wooden grips. The barrel looked 
like it would fire bullets but upon closer inspection there was 
a secondary barrel inside for the pellets.

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The Joy (Score) 
Of Remodeling 


Each year the National Association of Realtors conducts 
a survey asking homeowners to quantify the joy score of a 
recent remodeling project. In other words, how happy they 
feel with the outcome. 

Whether the reason for doing the project was improved 
aesthetics, adding personality, better functionality or energy 
efficiency, or just plain “time for a change,’”*finished remod- 
eling projects put a big fat smile on your face. Overall, the 
average joy score was 9.6 out of a perfect 10. Interestingly, 
the average professional renovation scored 9.6 while a do- 
it-yourself project came in higher at 9.9. 

Inside the home, a complete kitchen renovation, done by 
a professional or the homeowner himself, achieved a joy 
score of 10 as did a DIY smaller kitchen upgrade. Closet 
renovations also tied for top score. 

Interior paint jobs also topped survey results. A full in- 
terior paint job scored 9.8 while doing an individual room 
scored just a 10th of a point lower. It is long known in the 
industry that paint is one of the easiest and least expensive 
upgrades you can make to a home and, as the joy score re- 
veals, a fresh coat of paint (and most likely a new color) 
obviously brings great satisfaction. 

Also high on the list are basement conversions (9.7), 
bathroom renovations (9.6 for both professional and DIY 
projects), and hardwood floor refinishing (9.6). I was sur- 
prised that both new wood flooring and the addition of a 
new bathroom only came in at 9.2 while a new owner’s suite 
ranked even less at 8.4. 

The national survey sought joy scores on exterior proj- 
ects as well. A new front door, vinyl windows, and roof 
scored at or above average, followed by a new fence, insu- 
lation, vinyl or cement siding, garage door, and doggie door 
all achieving greater than 9.0 survey results. 

At times, I have clients who ask me if they’re spending 
too much on remodeling given the home’s current or post- 
reno value. If the concerns are not strictly budgetary, I urge 
them to think of the remodel not only as a monetary outlay 
in their home, but as a rewarding investment in the joy they 
will derive living there.

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those minutes, along with 
the proposed ordinance it- 
self, before reaching a deci- 
sion. 

“I certainly appreciate 
the input of the City Coun- 
cil and respect their views,” 
Koch said. “I will take a 
hard look at it.” 

Amid the coronavirus 
pandemic, Koch said the 
city’s financial outlook for 
the upcoming fiscal year, 
which begins July 1, re- 
mains uncertain. The mayor 
suggested he might have to 
put forward an austere bud- 
get if additional‘aid from the 
federal government is not 
forthcoming, which would 
make funding the new posi- 
tion difficult.

Liang and Palmucci — along 
with Councillors Brad 
Croall and Anne Mahoney — 
had hosted a series of com- 
munity meetings last sum- 
mer to discuss inequality 
and injustice with residents, 
and the proposed depart- 
ment was partially inspired 
by those meetings. 

During the Jan. 19 meet- 
ing, Palmucci said, “Quincy 
has always been and must 
always be a city with open 
arms and a loving heart,” 
that has welcomed genera- 
tions of immigrants from the 
around the world. 

“This legislation does 
nothing more than codify 
that principle and put some- 
one in charge of ensuring 
that we carry those ideals 
forward for the next 100 
years,” he said. 

Palmucci said while 
Quincy isn’t facing the 
problems some communi- 
ties are facing, such as 'ram- 
pant police brutality, the 
proposed department “is 
about acknowledging we 
can do better.” He pointed 
out that flyers supporting 
white supremacist propa- 


ganda were recently left at 
some mailboxes in the city. 
“We can create a de- 
partment tasked with help- 
ing those harmed by such 
things, like the little girl 
who opens her mailbox to 
find that propaganda and 
wonders why someone 
hates her and brings that to 
her home,” Palmucci said. 
Liang, whose parents 
came to the United States 
from China, said various 
departinents in the city are 
already taking steps to en- 
sure equity and inclusion for 
all residents. She was con- 
cerned, however, that those 
efforts were secondary to 
other items the departments 
are tasked with overseeing. 
“The creation of this de- 
partment, I think, will help 
create a dedicated focus 
on this effort and will also 
serve ultimately as a bridge 
between every resident of 
this city and all of the work 
that the departments are do- 
ing and~everything that is 
going.on in.city government 
right now,” Liang said. 
Ward 3 Councillor lan 
Cain, the only Black person 
to serve on the council, said 
he supported the spirit of the

ordinance but questioned 
if it went far enough. The 
new department head, he 
noted, would be tasked: with 
logging concerns raised by 
residents, but the ordinance 
doesn’t explain what hap- 
pens after such concerns are 
brought forward. 

“What I’m hearing from 
the people who provided 
their experiences tonight, is 
they are looking for enforce- 
ment of some kind. I don’t 
think that department is go- 
ing to have this,” Cain said. 
“Is this just a department 
that is going to be taking 
calls and reports and creat- 
ing a list...what do you do 
with that?” 

Cain asked Palmucci to 
withdraw his motion to ap- 
prove the ordinance. Pal- 
mucci declined to do so but 
said he would be willing to 
work with Cain to address 
those concerns going for- 
ward. 

In the end, councillors 
approved creating the new 
department in an 8-1 vote, 
with Ward 1 Councillor Da- 
vid McCarthy opposed. 

“We all keep saying this 
is a step in the right direc-

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Brighter Future Seen For Wollaston Center 


Officials Unveil $50.76 Million 
Plan To Redevelop 51 Acres 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City officials recently un- 
veiled a $50.76 million plan 
to redevelop 51 acres of 
Wollaston Center — includ- 
ing stretches of Hancock 
Street, Newport Avenue and 
Beale Street — using a simi- 

- lar process that has unfolded 
in Quincy Center. 

“Wollaston at this point I 
think needs a little bit more 
help from the city,” said Rob 
Stevens, the city’s deputy 
planning director. “Once we 
do that, I believe there will 
be a brighter future ahead.” 

Stevens provided city 
councillors with an over- 
view of the new urban de- 
velopment plan for Wollas- 
ton Center on Jan. 19, after 
Mayor Thomas Koch for- 
mally proposed it. A simi- 
lar urban revitalization and 
development plan is already 
in place for Quincy Center 
and has been used to guide 
the “development _ efforts 
that have taken place in the 
downtown district in recent 
years. 

The new plan for Wollas- 
ton requires approval from 
the City Council and Plan- 
ning Board and will also be 
vetted by the Massachusetts 
Department of Housing and 
Community Development 
before it could take effect. 
The city must also notify the 
Massachusetts Environmen- 
tal Policy Act Office of its 
plans for the district. 

The public will be able to 
comment on the plan during 
future public hearings and a 
citizens advisory committee 
will be established as part of 
the review process, Stevens 
said. He noted the city has 
hosted several community 
meetings in recent years to 
discuss the future of Wollas- 
ton Center and input from 
those meetings helped shape 
the proposed plan. 

Stevens opened the pre- 
sentation by showing two 
aerial images of the district, 
one recent and one from 
1977, to highlight how lit- 
tle development has taken 
place in the area. 

“A Dunkin’ Donuts was 


developed in the last 40 
years and then we had one 
multi-family building that 
was developed in the last 
40 years,” Stevens said, also 
noting the Wollaston MBTA 
station has been renovated 
during that time. 

Both aerial images also 
show a dark spot in part of 
what is now the CVS park- 
ing lot. Stevens. said that 
dark spot is a puddle that 
is indicative of stormwater 
drainage issues that occur in 
Wollaston Center. 

“Pursuing engineering 
solutions for the stormwater 
in Wollaston is the key pub- 
lic improvement we are stat- 
ing in the plan at this time,” 
he said. 

“Very similar to what we 
also saw when we started to 
look hard at Quincy Center 
and ultimately relocated the 
Town Brook, we need to 
solve as a city the stormwa- 
ter infrastructure in Wollas- 
ton to unlock new develop- 
ment.” 


Stevens said the plan for — 


Wollaston Center would 
include an expedited per- 
mitting process, similar to 
the one in place for Quincy 
Center. 

“[This}] is proposing 
economic and community 
development strategies to 
stimulate growth. We have 
identified areas of redevel- 
opment interests — those 
could be surface parking 
lots or empty sites where 
there is opportunity,” Ste- 
vens said. 

“We also wanted to ex- 
pand the land-use tools in 
the toolbox. That includes 
land acquisition, land dispo- 
sition tools. It also includes, 
and we are proposing in this 
plan, expedited permitting. 
We will do that through 
what we referred to as the 
certificate of consistency re- 
view process — it’s a process 
that was developed in Quin- 
cy Center and a process that 
has worked well in Quincy 
Center.”

Phase 2 Vaccinations Begin 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Gov. Charlie Baker on 
Monday announced the sec- 
ond phase of the state’s plan 
to. distribute COVID-19 
vaccines would commence 
Feb. 1, meaning all resi- 
dents over the age of 75 will 
be eligible to get vaccinated. 

The governor also an- 
nounced that individuals 
over the age of 65 will have 
access to the vaccine earlier 
in phase two than initially 
expected, following guid- 
ance from the CDC. Indi- 
viduals over the age of 65 
will now be eligible to get 
their shots in the second step 
of phase two, along with in- 
dividuals with two or more 
comorbidities. 

Certain essential work- 
ers will be eligible to get the 
vaccine in the third step of 
phase two. Those include 
early education and K-12 
teachers and staff, public 
works employees, public 
health workers and _ those 


~ in the food, agriculture and 


sanitation fields. 

Individuals with one co- 
morbidity will be eligible 
for vaccination in the final 
step of phase two. 


Phase one of the state’s 
plan began in December. 
All groups within phase 
one — health care workers 
including home health aides 
and workers doing non-CO- 
VID-19-facing care, long- 
term-care residents and em- 
ployees, and residents and 
employees at 
care settings — are currently

eligible to get the vaccine. 

The general public will 
have access to the vaccine 
in phase three, which is ten- 
tatively expected to com- 
mence in April. 

Residents who wish to 
sign up for a vaccine, or who 
want to check which group 
they would be receiving the 
vaccine in, can do so online 
at mass.gov/covidvaccine. 

The state will open seven 
mass vaccination sites in 
the coming weeks, Baker 
said Monday. Those include 
Gillette Stadium in Foxbor- 
ough and Fenway Park in 
Boston, both of which were 
previously announced. 

Three more sites were 
announced Monday: the 
Eastfield Mall in Spring- 
field, which will open Fri- 
day; the Double Tree Hotel 


in Danvers, which opens 
Feb. 3; and the Reggie Lew- 
is Center in Boston, which

Baker said the remaining 
two mass vaccinations loca- 
tions would be announced in 
the coming days. 

Each mass vaccination 
site will have capacity to 
administer 500 doses of the 
COVID-19 vaccine each day 
at first and some of the sites 
will eventually have capac- 
ity to administer up to 5,000 
doses daily. The seven sites 
will have a total maximum 
capacity of 76,000 doses a 
week by mid-February. 

In addition, Baker said 
44 public vaccination sites 
will open this week at phar- 
macies and retailers includ- 
ing CVS, Big Y, Hannaford, 
Price Chopper, Stop & Shop 
and Wegmans. Additional 
sites could be added in the 
coming weeks. 

All told, state officials 
said there would be 165 
publicly available vaccina- 
tion sites online by mid- 
February — up from 103 on- 
line this week. Those sites 
would have capacity to ad-

of the Ward 2 Democratic 
City Committee, a board 
member and clerk of the 
Ward 2 Civic Association 
and vice president of Quin- 
cy Pride. He said his family 
has lived in Quincy Point 
since the late 1800s and that, 
along with his professional 
background, made him the 
right choice to represent the 
ward. 

“A good city councillor 
to me, especiaily in Quincy, 
is someone who has roots in 
the neighborhood, a skillset 
for the position and the pas- 
sion and work ethic to make 
sure each and every one of 
their constituents are given 
the time, attention and voice 
that they deserve,” Ash said. 

Augen has owned his 
own law firm in Quincy, 
Augen Law Offices, since 
2006, and previously lived 
and worked in Singapore, 
Japan, Florida and Califor- 
nia.

HOLLYWOOD -- In the 
late 1950s, when major film 


studios were losing patrons — 


to television, they were des- 
perate to come up with ways 
to get moviegoers away 
from their TVs and back 
into theaters. Among their 
brainstorms were Cinema- 
Scope, Stereophonic Sound, 
Scratch & Sniff (a card you 
sniffed for an enhanced 
viewing experience) and, of 
course, 3D. They even wired 
seats to give shocks during 
horror films. 

More recently, movie dis- 
tributors reinvented 3D, and 
with IMAX got. moviego- 
ers away from their TVs, 
computers and other elec- 
tronic devices. With the- 
ater closures because of the 
pandemic, movie studios 
began releasing films, such 
as Warner Brothers’ “Won- 
der Woman 1984,” to the- 
aters overseas, in the US. 
at drive-ins and on stream- 
ing platforms. “WW84” 
would normally have been 
a tent pole release in IMAX, 
but Warner Bros., which 
was having difficulty find- 
ing subscribers for its HBO 
Max streaming. platform, 
saw its subscriptions balloon 
from 8.6 million to 12.6 mil- 
lion on the opening day of 
“WW84,” which grossed 
$85 million worldwide. All 
this has prompted WB to 
fast-track “Wonder Woman 
3” into preproduction for a 
quick release.

The New York Film Critics 
annual picks, made prior to 
award season, are usually 
on the money. Their picks 
have often been a barom- 
eter for the Oscars. How- 
ever, this year will be tough. 
Some of their choices may

Paul Evans Chairs --- Paul 
Evans (1931-1987) is one of 
the famous midcentury de- 
signers in America. He made 
unique furniture that fit into 
the buildings and houses be- 
ing introduced after World 
War II. His studio was in 
New Hope, Pennsylvania, 
and in the 1960s he was mak- 
ing furniture from steel and 
other metals. He had to learn 
to weld, torch cut and create a 
patina to make his boxy chests 
and tables. Unexpected woods 
and metals were used in the 
furniture he made at the Cran- 
brook Academy of Art. He 
was successful as a sculptor 
and as a designer and maker 
for the company Directional 
Furniture. 

After his death, his work was 
forgotten for a few years, but 
soon it was realized that Ev- 


ans’ designs were important, 


and prices have been go- 
ing up. His Cityscape pieces 
seem to be the most popular, 
but Argenta chairs and tables 
are wanted for dining rooms 
in modern houses with large 
windows and plain walls. 
Each piece is handmade, all 
are heavy, difficult to move, 
unusual and sure to be no- 
ticed.

Shame, shame, shame? 

A few years back on Facebook, | 
outed myself for a movie faux pas 
~—— I had never seen “Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail.” It’s one of those 
films that are quoted and referenced in 
all manner of ways, assuming much 
of the time that it’s been universal- 
ly viewed. And it turns out there are 
a great many of these films and just 
aS many people out there who have 
never seen them — in the dark about 
their plots, not in on the joke and nev- 
er intending to be. My post became 
a completely unofficial survey, with 
several titles popping up again and 
again. Have you seen them? What's 
your guilty little movie secret? 

Star Wars — George Lucas’ space 
saga has many chapters, and very opin- 
ionated fans. There are those who have 
seen the first three films from 1977- 
1983 (episodes 4, 5 and 6), but not the 
prequel trilogy from 1999-2005 (epi- 
sodes |, 2 and 3). Or those who have 
seen 1-6 (all by Lucas), but not the sub- 
sequent trilogy {episodes 7, 8 and 9) 
done after he sold the franchise. 

Gone With the Wind —- The Civil 
War raged, Scarlet O’ Hara poutéd and 
Rhett Butler didn’t give a damn. So, 
too, did several people in my survey, 
who admitted that an almost four- 
hour running time was no enticement 
to view this 1939 classic. 

The Goonies — This mid-'80s 
adventure starring Sean Astin as a lit- 
tle kid who chases the legend of One- 
Eyed Willie was pure gold to me, but 
not to many of my younger friends, 
who admit to not having made time to 
“Never Say Die!” 

The Godfather — Marion Brando 
and Al Pacino shepherd the Corleone 
family through good times and bad, 


but you have to see it to know what 
offer the Don makes that can't be 
refused or what it means when some- 
one “sleeps with the fishes.” 

The Wizard of Oz — “Follow the 
yellow brick road” to a place that’s 
“not in Kansas anymore.” Many of 
my respondents admitted that even if 
they hadn't seen the film start to fin- 
ish, they feel like they've seen it as 
ubiquitously as the film is referenced. 

A Christmas Story and “It’s a 
Wonderful Life” — Two holiday mas- 
terpieces that run so much during the 
season that it’s hard to believe ANY- 
ONE could have escaped viewing, but 
nonetheless both ranked highly on the 
secretly-never-seen list. 

Pulp Fiction — Quentin Tarantino 
turned the movie-making industry 
on its head with this super-cool and 
eminently quotable flick that weaves 
together the stories of criminals and 
criminal adjacents.

There are some deals where, after 
you've seen the dummy, you wonder 
how your side ever got so high. Grant 
ing that in the great majority of cases 
it’s all your partner's fault, you're still 
duty-bound to try to make the con- 
tract, no matter how impossible this 
may seem. 

Suppose, for example, you wind 
up in four hearts in today’s deal. The 
contract seems to have no chance: The 


loss of a spade, a club and the A-K of 


trump appears inevitable. 


There are three ways to approach 
such a situation. First, you can resign 
yourself to defeat and graciously go 
down one. However, that attitude is 
hardly likely to improve your stature 
as a bridge player. 

Second, you can look for a legiti- 
mate way to make the contract, even if 
this requires a highly unlikely distri- 
bution of the opposing cards. Finally, 
you can resort to some form of chica- 
nery in an effort to bilk the opposition 
out of their proper due. 

For instance, you could cross to dum- 
my after taking the ace of spades and 
lead the jack of hearts, hoping to induce 
your nght-hand opponent to cover with 
the king from K-x. But there is no rea- 
son to think that East was born yester- 
day, so your best bet is to seek a legiti- 
mate way to achieve your goal. 

Then it hits you. If the missing dia- 
monds are divided 3-3, the contract 
may be unbeatable. So you cash the 
A-K-Q, and after everyone follows, 
you lead the jack, planning to discard 
dummy’s spade regardless of what 
either defender does. 

In the actual layout, if West ruffs 
with the ace, your only remaining 
losers are the king of hearts and ace 
of clubs. And if West doesn’t ruff, 
East can trump with the six, but the 
A-K will then fall together when 
you regain the lead and play a trump. 
Either way, you wind up losing only 
two trump tricks and the ace of clubs 
— and there isn’t anything the oppo- 
nents can do about it!

This Rapid 
Heartbeat Appears 
Normal On EKG 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I had 
symptoms of lightheadedness, 
so my doctor ordered an EKG 
and sent me to a cardiologist. 
They did a heart monitor for a 
week and said I have inappro- 
priate sinus tachycardia but 
that I don’t need any treat- 
ment. I’m still having symp- 
toms. What can I do? -- B.V. 

ANSWER: Inappropriate 
sinus tachycardia is an uncom- 
mon diagnosis, most often seen 
in women in their 30s. The heart 
rate is fast (“tachycardia”), but 
on an EKG it appears normal, 
meaning it comes from the 
sino-atrial node, the natural 
pacemaker of the heart, hence 
“sinus.” The average heart rate 
must be over 90 for 24 hours. 

It’s important to be sure 
there isn’t another cause for the 
tachycardia, such as elevated 
thyroid levels, fever, volume 
depletion (dehydration) or ane- 
mia. The symptoms may con- 
tinue for months or even years. 
Common symptoms include the 
lightheadedness you felt, but 
may also include palpitations, 
shortness of breath, dizziness 
and decreased ability to exer- 
cise. 

The diagnosis can some- 
times be confused with POTS 
(postural orthostatic tachycar- 
dia syndrome), where the heart 
rate dramatically increases with 
changing to an upright position. 
A tilt-table test is the diagnostic 
tool for POTS. 

If there is no other reason for 
sinus tachycardia, then medi- 
cation may be used to reduce 
symptoms. A beta blocker is the 


usual first choice, but there are . 


others available.

DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 
a woman going crazy with 
hair loss. My hair has always 
been long and thick, but it is 
coming out in handfuls. I can 
only think it must be due to 
my blood pressure medicines. 
I’ve been taking amlodipine 
and lisinopril for years. I’m 
in good health and 90 years 
young.--M._. 

ANSWER: It is unlikely that 
the hair loss is due to either am- 
lodipine or lisinopril. Neither of 
these are well described to pro- 
voke hair loss, and if a medicine 
is going to do that, it usually 
does within a few months. 

The most common cause 
of hair loss in a 90-year-old 
woman is female pattern hair 
loss, in which the hair loss is 
mostly on the front and top of 
the scalp. However, there are 
several causes of hair loss, and 
a dermatologist may be helpful 
in determining the cause and 
treatment. 

Please don’t stop taking your 


_blood pressure medicine. 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I 
have a question about undi- 
gested food. Are you getting 
any nutrients, other than fi- 
ber, from foods that come out 
looking the same as they went 
in? I’m thinking of foods such 
as corn and sunflower, flax or 
chia seeds. How well do they 
need to be chewed to get any 
nutrition from them? -- L.W. 

ANSWER: Many seeds and 
com need to be chewed very 
well in order to be absorbed 
by the body. They have a large 
amount of undigestible fiber, 
which will never be absorbed. 
Chia seeds, unlike flax or sun- 
flower seeds, are pretty easily 
digested by most people, but 
you can grind them and soak 
them ahead of time to make it 
easier for your body to digest.
